W a sh in g to n , 
Aug. 
20.— The final 
action of the President on the tariff 
bill is the only thing th a t stands be* 
tw een the senate and adjournm ent. It 
is the general opinion th a t w ith the 
bill passed upon by the chief execu­ 
tive adjournm ent could be arranged 
w ithin a day’s time. 
The last of 
the 
appropriation 
bills 
received 
the final consideration of the sen­ 
ate 
during 
the 
last 
week, 
and 
even w ithout the passage of the Mur­ 
phy resolution there would not have 
been much probability of any general 
legislation, owing to the likelihood of 
there being no quorum. 
The last roll 
call Saturday discovered only forty­ 
five senators, two more than a quorum, 
in the chamber, and the highest sum- 
ber of the day was fifty-four. 
Several 
have left since and it is entirely prob­ 
able the session to-day will open 
w ithout the num ber requisite to do 
business in the face of objection. 
It 
is probable, therefore, the daily ses­ 
sions from this time forward will be 
brief, and th at only bills to which there 
is no opposition from any senator 
or over which there is no contest will 
be taken up. 
The democratic man­ 
agers hope to have the bill repealing 
the provision in the tariff bill exempt­ 
ing alcohol used in the arts and in the 
m anufacture of medical preparations 
included in this lis t 
There appears a 
likelihood of opposition on the repub­ 
lican side, and if there should be 
this bill will necessarily go over unti 
the next session. 
The democratic 
members of the finance committee also 
hope to report the supplem ental tariff 
bills during the week, b ut do not ex­ 
pect action on them. 
Probably no 
considerable time will be spent in ex­ 
ecutive session in confirming nomina­ 
tions to which no one objects.

or veto i t Aside from the am ount car­ 
ried by the bill the sundry civil ap­ 
propriation bill also creates $8,400,000 
for river and harbor contracts, mak­ 
ing a total for this class of work of 
$19,878,180.

MODERN QUARANTINE. 


Vaccination Not a Preventive, He De­ 
clares, and the Isolation Hospital 
Does More Harm 
Than It Does 
Good—How Doctors 
Have Been 
Changing Front. 


E d it o r G a z e t t e : The press accounts 
mil o v e r the country of smaU-pox riots 
in Milwaukee will doubtless result in 
great good ere long. 
T hat 
“ pest 
Lou&eb” for small pox, from a scien 
title stand-point are pestilential nuis­ 
ances, is easy of proof, th a t there is 
no more need of them in the treat­ 
m ent of small-pox than in many otfyer 
infectious and contagious diseases, is 
easy of demonstration, th a t by and 
through them the people have protec 
tion from the disease is fallacious, and 
th a t the law by which they are cre­ 
ated is pernicious, the present dis­ 
turbances in Milwaukee go to show. 
The public health departm ents, and 
medical profession 
all 
over this 
country are exhibiting fossilized ex­ 
crescences, the two most hideous of 
w hich are “ small-pox pest houses 
and “ vaccination.” There is no neec. 
of m agnifying 
glasses to 
discern 
them . 
It is about time the people’s educa 
tors, the public press, shoulder the 
“ setting-m all” and pitch in and knock 
some of the fossilized excressences o 
old-fogy fallacies to smithereens, ana 
give 
the 
people 
a 
big 
boos 
o u t of 
their fears 
and 
foolish 
superstitions 
up against 
the 
'branches 
of 
the 
second grow th 
tim ber cf common-sense 
Small-pox 
per-se is a simple disease to treat, its 
dangers not half as much 
to 
be 
dreaded as scarlet fever or diphtheria 
lf handled properly nearly every case 
can be cured in from three to six days 
in their homes w ithout exposing or 
endangering others any more, if as 
much, as by the horrible pest house 
Isolation, and w ith a great deal less 
danger to the life of the patient; then 
w hy allow the persistent fossilized 
health departm ents to add terrifying 
horrors to the » filleted victims? There 
are more potent and far less danger­ 
ous preventives against the ravages cf 
small-pox than the dangerous and 
dam nable “ bovine-virus vaccination;” 
as a general rule good sanitary regu­ 
lations rigidly carried out is all th at 
need be done. 
It was my province in one severe 
epidemic which was raging in Chicago 
n o t many years ago (in 1882 and 1883 
as I remember) th a t I tested the horse 
o r malindrinum remedy both as a pre­ 
ventive and curative for small-pox. 
In a German family living in a small 
four-room house a t the outskirts of our 
village (Barrington, Ills.), the mother 
Of the three small children in some 
Via see ah nttth1. a manner contracted con­ 
fluent small-pox. 
She, if thorough 
vaccination would protect from small* 
pox, was well protected by twice com­ 
plying w ith the compulsory vaccina­ 
tion law of Germany. 
There were 
more than a dozen well defined vacci­ 
nation scars upon her arms and lower 
limbs. Her husband had not been vac­ 
cinated since boyhood, and neither of 
th e three little girls had ever been 
Assaulted by the “ vaccinator.” 
Ab 
good fortune had it she lived outside 
of Cook county, and Lake county had 
no pest house; 
so we had it all our 
way (save th at the house was quaran­ 
tined by the town supervisor). 
The 
husband did the nursing and took care 
of the children, the neighbors provid­ 
ing the food by leaving it in abox out­ 
side 
the 
fence 
where the 
man 
w as allowed 
to 
go 
and 
get it 
day by day. «He and each child got a 
doe e of the malindrinum twice each 
day. 
The 
mother, with her face 
painted black with willow charcoal 
paste to prevent pitting, got the same 
remedy and only one other, durirg 
h er severe sickness. She made a quick 
And satisfactery recovery; there was no 
spreading from th at bouse notw ith­ 
standing I visited there dai’y, then 
w ent and came from house to house vis­ 
itin g many other sick ones. 
Neither 
did the husband or either of the chil­ 
dren have any symptoms of smal 
pox. 
Since then I will not vaccinate 
people or children to protect them 
from having small pox, and there is 
no law in the land th a t can compel 
me to be vtccinated while I live, nor 
policemen enough in* Milwaukee to 
enforce such a law upon my live body. 
T he account of how malindrinum came 
to be curative and propbylatie is very 
interesting. 
I m ust not take your 
space now to relate it, but in order to 
prove my premises I must claim space 
to speak of vaccination fallacies.” 
F irst let me call your attention to 
th e article upon “ vaccination” as pub­ 
lished in the Encyclopaedia Brittannica 
9 th edition, 
and explain 
how it 
came to be published. 
Dr. 
Charles 
Creighton of 
Lon­ 
don, 
England, 
a 
very 
emi­ 
nent pathologist of 
modern times, 
(also the author cf the article upon 
“ Pathology” in the same edition) was 
chosen as being the one well fitted to 
w rite on vaccination, be being in fa­ 
vor of it until he began his researches 
from which to gather data out of 
which to cQmpile his manuscript for a 
scientific article on vaccination.

Dr. Creighton was right in his pre­ 
mises. 
T hat committee haB been in­ 
vestigating the vaccination fallacy 
five days per week, for five years and 
has verified all Dr. Creighton has giv­ 
en in his article, and much more of the 
direful abomination of the practice of 
bovine pus-poisoning by vaccination 
nas been brought to light. 
Their un­ 
biased and im partial reports show 
th a t there are a half score or more 
diseases human flesh has to contend 
w ith than are ever known of previous 
to vaccination being heralded 
by 
Jenner in 1798. 
Speaking of ‘falla­ 
cious excrescences,’ please perm it me 
to quote eminently learned and expe­ 
rienced medical leaders to substanti­ 
ate my declarations “ Medicine is Not 
a Science, It Is Only An Experim ent.” 
Sir Asterly Cooper, the famous Eng 
lish surgeon, declared “ The science of 
medicine is founded on conjecture 
and improved by m urder.” 
Dr. Evans, Fellow of the Royal Col­ 
lege, London, said: 
“ The popular 
medical system is a most uncertain 
and 
satisfactory 
system.

neither philosophy nor common sense 
to commend it to confidence.”

Dr. Abercombie, fellow of the Royal 
College of Physicians at Edenburgh, 
declared: 
“ Medicine has been called 
by philosophers the a rt of conjectur­ 
ing, the science of guessing.” 
I m ight go on quoting from many 
other just as em inent medical men 
and give you the contents of a 4 by C 
iDch pham pblet of forty pages of 6imi- 
alar sayings to prove my premises, 
but my time and your space forbids at 
this time; I have given enough to con­ 
vince people of common horse sense 
th a t the medical profession when left 
to their persistent ruts will follow 
from generation to generation, until 
the people arise in their m ight to pro­ 
tect their health and lives. 
So it 
seems the lime has come for the press 
to get on the right side and help pro­ 
tect the people as a whole instead of 
backing np fallacious excrescences. 
“ Compulsory vaccination if enforced 
is m aking people and helpless child­ 
ren ‘sick by law .’ 
It is damnable and 
unconstituticnBl and ought to be re­ 
pealed quickly. 
Forcing sick innocent patients into 
pest houses is a relie of barbarism and 
ought never to be allowed in any civ­ 
ilized country. 
It and its tw in broth­ 
er vaccination must soon follow those 
other old barbarian tw ins, calomel ac d 
the lance into hades there to remain 
until the judgm ent day of their crea­ 
tors, the fossilized guessing medical 
profession, who for ages past seem to 
have thought they were the conserva­ 
tors of the people’s health, and after 
some old lady or India media, had 
used something to assist nature and 
they bad found out about it con­ 
cluded they could set themselves up as 
lards of the guessing school.

The big row a t Rockton, the bold 
attem pt of Beloit thugs to liberate a 
prisoner from the city jail and the 
desperate battle which followed the 
atte ck on the bastile, the news of 
which was given in the Gazette creat­ 
ed the biggest kind of a sensation in 
this city and people were eager for 
the latest details of the affair. 
Now it is claimed th at it was one of 
the notorious 
characters of Beloit, 
who hauled nine of the thugs from 
Beloit to Rockton Thursday night, the 
attack on the jail to release La Point 
being all planned before they left the 
Line city. 
The citizens of Rockton 
anticipated the attack and Town Mar­ 
shal Webber, a 
brother of 
Tom 
Webber, and Hugh 
M urray were 
placed on guard about the lock-up. 
The gang of toughs put in an appear­ 
ance and 
the 
watchm an 
ordered 
them away, but they only jeered s t 
the officers and began prying open the 
jail bars. Then M arshal Webber pulled 
his gun and opened fire on the crowd, 
the trigger snapping the first four 
times he attem pted to shoot it. 
One 
of the ringleaders got a flesh wound 
in the face, however, when the gun 
was snapped the fifth time. 
The 
crowd took to their heels, but Webber 
and M urray kept up the firing, the 
former dropping one man. 
Then the 
thugs rallied, and returned the fire 
until the wounded man, who turned 
out to be William Sullivan, could be 
carted out by his companions. 
W ounded M an 
U nder 
G uard. 
Friday morning 
Dr. Bennett, of 
Beloit, was summoned to the house of 
William La Point, en the state line 
father of Bob, who is In jail, to a t­ 
tend a man who claimed to have shot 
himself or been shot. 
While the doc­ 
tor was there Supervisor Snyder anc. 
his posse put in an appearance from 
Rockton, dividing in two parties, one 
going through the notorious Whalen 
joint run by the Higgins brothers, to 
arrest them for illegal liquor selling 
while the rest of the party w ent to the 
La Point house after Sullivan. 
Mr 
Snyder and his posse were informed 
th a t if an attem pt was made to take 
Sullivan out of the house, blood would 
be shed and somebody get burt. 
The 
plucky little supervisor whipped out 
his gun in a second, and then all were 
ready to adm it th a t he was m aster o 
the situation. 
Sullivan was placed on a cot, and in 
a spring wagon, under a strong guard 
was hustled off to Rockton, the Hig 
gins brothers also being taken along 
They were all taken before Justice 
Vaneis of Rockton and given an ex 
amination. 
Bob La Point was held to 
the grand jury for deadly assault on 
Albert Boone and ordered sent to the 
Rockford jail. 
William Sullivan, one 
of the would-be jail deliverers, who 
received not less than a half dozen 
bullets in his legs and body, was also 
bound over. 
Charles Higgins, bar 
tender for the Higgins brothers a t the 
Whalen dive, pleaded guilty to selling 
liquor w ithout a license and was finec 
$70 and costs, which he paid. 
S ullivan C laim s to be an E astern er. 
La Point and Sullivan were taken 
to Rockford Friday evening and placed 
in the county jail, it being hinted at 
Rockton th a t if the parties were left 
in the flimsy lock-up there over night, 
another attem pt would be made to re­ 
lease them. 
La Point was obliged to 
sleep in his cell with handcuffs on last 
night, the key being leffc in Rockton 
in the harry to catch the train. 
Sullivan was placed in the female 
departm ent of the jail on a cot. When 
seen by a reporter he claimed to be 
suffering great pain, three of the 
charges still being in his legs. 
His 
hat was shot full of holes, which goes 
to show th at Webber’s aim was good 
and it is only a wonder he didn’t kill 
him. 
Sullivan says his home is in Phila­ 
delphia and th a t he got shot in a free- 
for-all fight above Beloit while drink­ 
ing a keg of beer w ith some compan­ 
ions. 
He tells some 
contradictory 
stories but there isn’t any question 
about him being one of the gang. 
La Point denies having met Sulli­ 
van before and says the trouble with 
Boone started over the latter tipping 
the boat over.

KELLY’S STABLES

DENVER HORSES HARDLY IN 
SHAPE FOR FAST WORK. 


Chief Spencer reviewed the condi­ 
tions existing in Janesville and gave 
the plan of organization 
th at had 
been 
followed. 
He asserted th a t 
over fifty per cent, of Janesville’s fires 
had been extinguished in the last year 
w ith no loss or with nominal loss 
through the fire patrol’s aid. 
Con- 
tinning he said: 
“ The economy of such a company, 
believe, is apparent. 
Consider the 
large am ount of property such a com­ 
pany is capable of saving, if not by 
the use of chemicals by their ‘covers/ 
or by an organized 2orps of men re­ 
moving goods from a building. Those 
men take pride in drilling for their 
work, and some of the more en­ 
thusiastic are experts. 
The wagon 
does not wait, neither does it h alt to 
pick up men, but from the tap of the 
bell they are rpeeding tow ards the 
fire in hopes of ‘heading off the other 
fellows.’ There is a good 
natured 
and commendable rivalry existing in 
the departm ent, which incites all to 
promptness. Generally four, hardly 
ever more than six patrolm en arrive 
at a fire with the wagon, but the oth­ 
ers get there in good time by other 
ways, consequency the team is never 
overloaded enough to prevent rapid 
movements. I believe it would be 
economy for any city of ten thousand 
inhabitants 
to 
have 
a 
patrol 
sim ilar 
to 
the 
one 
I 
have 
described. 
It 
Sis 
a 
necessity 
in a fire departm ent where there are 
high pressure w ater works, and I am 
convinced th a t it is more of a neces­ 
sity la a city using steamers. 
Were I 
to make a choice between an addition 
of a hose company or a patrol, I would 
not hesitate to recommend the patrol, 
even if the patrol cost an equal or 
greater amount. 
I do not think a fall 
paid patrol company in our small cities 
would improve the service over the 
volunteer company.”

Experim ental station. 
About 1859 an experim ental travel­ 
er brought some barley seed from the 
mountains of Mantchooria, Asia, to 
Germany, where it was grown a t the 
garden of the emperor a t Sans Souci. 
Dr. Herman Grunow of Mifflin, Iowa 
county, while on a visit to Germany 
was given some of tho seed by the gar­ 
dener 
and 
planting 
it 
on 
his 
return 
to 
Wiscon sir, 
found 
this 
variety of 
bailey 
far 
su­ 
perior to 
anything he had before 
known. 
W ith much forethought Dr. 
Giunow sent seed to Professor Dan­ 
ielle, then in charge of the agxicul- 
tural departm ent, through whose in­ 
strum entality it was widely distribu­ 
ted. 
Dr. Grunow named chis barley 
Mansbury, giving an easy spelling for 
the word Mantchooria. 
Mantchooria 
lies just north of Corea, the seat of 
the present trouble between Japan 
and China. Manshury barley has bai n 
w orth millions to the northw est. 
In 1889 the Ontario Agricultural 
college secured a variety of barley 
from Russia which no doubt came 
originally from the same country as 
the Russians called it Mandscheuri. 
Two years ago the Wisconsin Agricul­ 
tural Experim ent Station secured seed 
of the Mandscheuri barley from the 
Ontario Station and found th a t it 
thrived on the Station farm. 
Last 
spring an arrangem ent was 
made 
with 
A. 
F. 
Noyes, 
a 
large 
raiser 
of 
barley 
a t 
Beaver 
Dam, to grow this variety. 
The 
yield of Mandscheuri with Mr. Noyes 
this year was 39.G bushels of 50 lbs.

yielded 37.8 bushels of 50 pounds each 
per acre. 
At the Ontario A gricultural 
college the Mandcheuri barley has 
averaged about 5 bushels per acre 
more than any other variety tasted by 
the station.

He comes of *a good Dutch 
family, and it is but recently th at his 
neighbors recognized in the affable 
country gentlem an, who mans~ i his 
own estate, looking after ■ 
fine 
cattie and poultry w ith suv - credit, 
the novelist w ith socialistic tenden­ 
cies. 
His real name is J. M. W. Van­ 
der Poorten-Schwartz.

his education in Germany, and as a 
boy became a Schwarmer for the poets
